W here Caceres Needed: . 


The opinion is trequently expressed that Canada suffers from too much 
Government and legislation, and with a Federal Parliament and nine Provin- 
cial Legislatures for something less than nine million people, there is prob- 
nbly some reason for such an opinion being more or less prevalefft, and to 
support the suggestions perfodically advanced in favor of the union of the 
three Maritime Provinces into one, and the merging of the Prairie Provinces, 
thus reducing-the number of Legislatures to five. But whether such amal- 
gamations are now feasible is another quéstion, and, in view of the fact that | 
ultimately Canada will have a population of many times nine millions, it js | 
open to argument whether such combinations would be wise in the long run. 


But that there is room for a much larger measure of cordial co-operation |* 


in matters of legislation between the Federal Parliament on the one hana 
and the various Provincial Legislatures on the other hand, and between the 
Legislatures of adjoining Provinces, and, in fact, between all Provinces, is 
hardiy open to serious discussion. The framers of the Act of Confederation | 
did their work exceedingly well, but the B.N.A. Act should not be regarded | 
as the laws of the Medes and Persians, unalterable. Constitutional enact: | 
ments, however wise in 1867, are not netessarily suitable a century or even 
half a century later. : 

It is proposed to call a conference of Provincial representatives to give | 
consideration to suggested amendments to the B.N.A. Act designed to curb | 
the arbitrary veto power of the Senate over legislation which meets the ap- | 
proval of the elected represen‘atives of the people in the House of Commons 
along lines somewhat similar to those which finally had to come in Great Bri- | 
tain in order to restrict the power of the House of Lords. There are, how- 
ever, other subjects of equal or even greater importance which might well re- | 
ceive atiention at such a conference. . 

For cxample, not only should the powers of the Senate come-under review, | 
bul the constitution of that body if it is to be continued as an integral part of | 
our legislative machinery. It siands to reason that the four rapidly growing 
Western Provinces will not be content for all time to have their representa- 
tion in the Senate limited to that of the three small Maritime Provinces, 
nanely, twenty-four Senators for Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Aiberta and Brit- 
ish Columbia, and a like number for Nova Scotia, New Lrunswick and Prince | 
Iedward Island. Certainly if such a,basis of Senate representation is to be | 
maintained much longer, then the powers of the Senate must be: greatly | 
restricted. 

Again, while the B.N.A. Act clearly defines the respective spheres of the | 
Dominion Parliament and thé Provincial Legislatures in regard to many sub- 
jects, it confers on both Federal and Provincial bodies legislative and admin- 
istrative authorily in regard to certain other matters, withthe result that 
tnere is constant conflict and continual appeals to the Imperial Privy Council, 
and hardly a year passes that decisions are not rendered declaring laws pass- 
ed at Ottawa or in the Provinces ultra vires, that is. beyond the power of the 
enacting body to pass. ‘It is time these clauses of the B.N.A. Act were clari- 
fied. 


The bringing about‘ef such changes takes time because both Federal and | 
Provincial authorities are notoriously Inth ta ahandoan. any slightest vight, 
power or privilege which they now enjoy, and furlhermore any change in the 
B.N.A. Act involves not only action in Canada, but also by the British Parlia- 
nient, because, like Australia, Canada does not possess the power to amend 
i.s own constitution. In the. meantime,~there should be greater disposition 
on-the part of the Dominion” Parliament to co-operate with and assist the 
Provinces to realize their wishes in regard to matters of prime importance 
to them but over which the Dominion also exercises certain powers. 

Some of the Provinces passed laws to protect their citizen from being 
victimizcd by glib-tongued salesmen of stock in worthless companies such 
as the Hearst Music Company, wildcat mining and vil companies, ete. 
laws have been declared invalid insofar as they apply to cdmpanies having | 
Dominion charters, so When any one of these companies out to fleece the pub- | 
lic are denied a Provincial charter, or the right under such a charter to sell | 
stock, they simply take out a Dominion charter and defy the Provincial au- 
thorities. ; 

Apart from the fact that the Federal authorities should be just as an- 
xicus as any of the Provincial authorities to protect the people of Canada from 
these unscrupulous peddlers of worthless stock, they should be more than | 
willing to co-operate with the Provinces in upholding the law and maintain- 
ing proper respect and dignity for the law. Unfortunately, Ottawa is not | 
thus co-operating with the Provinces, and numerous instances are arising | 
where Provinces have turned down company promotion €chemes for good and 
substantial reasons, only to have Otlawa promptly grant a Dominion charter. | 

The Dominion Government should not only protect the Provinces from } 
this open cdntempt of their laws, but Ottawa shotild enact legislation cafe- 
guarding the public from being ¥victimized by companies operating under Do- 


gard to Provincial charters. |

The natural resources intelligence | 
service of the depariment of the ‘in- 
terlor at Ottawa says Canada has 
made tremendous progress in. the 
past twenty-five years in the’ produc. 
tion of wheat, and: the extension of her 
wheat areas {5: attracting considerable 
wheat-buying. countries. At the onen- 
ing of the present century the excel- 
lence of Ganadian hard: wheat-became 
recognized, but occupled « compara- 


wheat markets of the world. Within 
the past twenty-five years—but a day 
fn the Ife of a nation—-that postion 
has beon enthely reversed, and Can- 
ada has advanced from ninth toa second 
place ag a grower of wheat and from 
fifth to first place as an exporter of 
this cereal. 

The rapid inerease in Canadian 
acreage dcvoted to wheat is shown by 
the following figures: In 1900 in all 
Canada there was but 4,224,542 planted 
to wheat; in 1910 thig area had in- 
creased to 8,863,151 acres; in 1920 to 
18,282,374 acres; and in 1924 to 22, 
055,710 acres. ‘Lhe production - ot 
wheat {n 1901 amounte dto 55,672,568 
bushels, {In 1910 to 132,048,782 bushels, 
in 1920 to 263,189,300 bushels, and in 
1928 to 474,199,000 bushels. 

Canada’s influence on tho world’s 
wheat markets {s, Hlustrated by the 
enormous growth of exports. From 
the small amount of 6,871,939 bushels 
in 1901 they took what was at that 
time a big jump to 18,658,092 bushels 
in 1902, and 24,566,703 bushels in 1903. 
In 1910, 46,589228 bushels. of ‘wheat 
was poured Into the world market, in 
1915 exports wero 146,206,618 bushels 
and in 1924, 214,630,825 bushels.

Natural Resources Meane More Than 
Taking Out Raw Material 

The natural resources intelligence 
scrvice of the department of the inter- 
jor at Ottawa says: 

Development of natural resources 
Means very considerably more to Can- 
ada than-the taklng out of raw ma- 
terlak Associated and necessary in- 
terests are found in the large ‘and 
modernly equipped industries that 
make up our urban centres. 

Take our agriculture products for 
example. In order that the best re- 
sults may be secured modern machin- 
ery js necessary, while to market the 
crop requires many and varied acces- 
sorles. Our flour mills, to make thelr 
oulput available for the consumer, are 
large users af cotton and paper bags, 
which run into’ many millions annual- 
ly. : 

Frult growers_ require millions of 
contalners, such as boxes, baskets, 
crates and barrels, to-place thelr pro- 
duct on the market. 

Forest devclopment has built up 
huge manufacturing plants to provide 
the necessary machinery, while the 
output of our forests provides the raw 
material for many of our large indus- 
tries. 

Waterpower dcv -elopment, - providing 


the hydro-electric energy which oper-| 


ates huge pulp and paper mills and 
other plants, affords employment to 
armies of mechanics In the manufac- 
ture of machinery and electrical equip- 
ment. <A yxeceent order for this ‘por- 
tion of a new paper mill amounting to 
between $800,000 and $900,00. 

Gold and other precious, metals. aro 
shipped in oak kegs,-gypsum and plas- 
ter aro maskcted in paper bags, salt 
is packed largely in cotton bags, while 
liquid minerals, such as olls, gasolines, 
etc, are shipped in barrels and tin 
cans, ee 

Marketing of fish also calls for a 
variety of containers, from the small 

sardine can to the oak barrel for pick- 
led fish, while a great portion of tho 
salt output of Canada is absorbed by 
her fisheries. 

Natural resources and their develop- 
ment may not appear to“be of great 
interest {o our people generally, but 


‘there ig not one Canadian but who fs 


directly or indirectly interested—eith- 
er his livelihood depends. upon hig 
earnings therefrom or his investments 
are absorbed and his dividend returns 
are governed by such development. 


Community Pasture’ Paying

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"Brings Charles Philippe d’Orleans, 
descendant of King Louls Philippe of 
France, and nephew of the King of the 
Belgians, has recently arrived in Can- 
ada in the company of the Hon. John 
Stanley, who was his companion at 
‘Oxford, to become the latest addition 
to the growing list of titled agricultur- 
ists in Western Canada. He is. at 
present on the ranch of Lord Rodney 
at Fort Saskatchewan, Alberta, whero 
he. will remain for a year as a pupil 
before acquiring a ranch of bis own, 
probably in the vicinity of that of the 
Prince of Wales in Southern Alberta. 

Western Canada, and in particuldr 
Southern Alberta, is being particular- 
ly favored by the aristocracy of Eur- 
ope seeking fresh outlet for their en- 
deayors along the Mne of agriculture, 
and each year sees some addition to 
the territory’s group of titled ranchers. 
The acquisitlon and subsequent de- 
velopment of a ranch in Southern Al- 
beria by the Prince of Wales ts gen- 
erally regarded as having been a pro- 
cedent, whereas the Princo had sev- 
eral predeceasors among the 
families of Europe, as he has had many 
successors. It is not gencrally known 
that the Prince was In all probability 
guided to some extent in the selection 
of the locality of his ranch ‘by reason 
of the close proximity of that of the 
Earl of Minto, which had been cstab- 
lished some years before. 

Years ag> Lord Aberdeen and the 
Duke of Sutherland developed ranches 
in Western Canada, the former at the 
northern entrance to the Okanagan 
Valley In British Columbla and the 
latter in the Brooks district of South- 
ern Alberta. Before relinquishing his 
property a short while ago, Lord Aber- 
deen had performed certain valuable 
colonization with old country families, 
and played a part in the development 
of the British Columbla fruit industry. 
The area about the Duke of Suther- 
land’s ‘property has become famous as 
an alfalfa-producing region,,and his 
land had the honor in 1921 of bringing 
the championship for alfalfa seed to 
Canada for the first time. 

In tho same High River district of 
Southern Alberta, where the ranch of 
the Prince of Wales is located, is the 
fine mixed farming establishment of 
the Count do Foras,_a French noble- 
man who located there many years 
ago, and is one of the province’s most 
successful agriculturists. North of 
this, near Calgary, is tho grain farm 
of Admiral G. Como, D.S.O., a relative 
of the King of Italy, whilst still far- 
ther north is the Danish dairy colony 
of Markeryille, where Prince Eric, son 
of the King of Denmark, Hvyed for 
years and studied farming.

Sundering Of Empire 
Is Extremely Remote 


Dominions Hold Enviable Position As 
Members ‘of British Common- 
wealth 

Those superficial thinkers who are 
skeptical of royalty should ponder over 
what is taking place in South Africa. 
There, just recently, stood Edward, 
Prince of Wales, amidst the Dutch 
leaders of the old Transvaal, a unify- 
ing power, acclaimed by men who 
twenty years ago were the empire’s 
foes. By the charm of his personality, 
by his graciousness, by his democratic 
bearing, by his background of tradi- 
tlon, by his symbolism of what the 
British monarchy means, the Prince 
probably achleved as much for unity 
in that historic gathering as a score of 
acts of parliament could probably 
achieve. 

Today the world perceives that un- 
der the British crown, under the Brit- 
ish monarchist system, there 
flourishes the freest, the most repre- 
sentative and‘ the most responsible 
government that history has seen. It 
perceives, too, that mere professions 
of freedom do not constitute freedom 
itself, that the terminology of liberty 
and liberty itself are two distinct 
things, that the mere assertion of de- 
votion to representative government, 
so common in republics, does not in 
actual practice make governments rep- 
resentative. 

It is something vast, something 
splendid, to be part of such a system. 
South Africa as a wealc Republic, Can- 
‘ada as a state of the American, Union 
—what would these be in comparison 
to thelr position as members of the 
British Commonwealth? That is the 
question that thoughtful men ask 
themselves; and just so long as they 
ask it, just co long as that interroga- 
tion remains, possibility of a sunder- 
ing of the British empire is extremely 
remote.—Ottawa Journal.

A duty of $12 levied on a large Brit- 
ish flag brought to the United States 
by the British advertising delegation, 
to be presented to the city of Houston, 
Texas, Wvhere the Advertising Clubs of 
the world were meeting in convention, 
aroused the ire of New York adyertis- 
ing men.

The flag brought by the British dele- 
gation was a large and handsome em- 
blem of embroidered silk. It was a

American delegations to the advertis- 
ing convention. 

The customs men told ihe British 
delegates that the Jaw required the 
levying of a duty of $12.

stag. For two hours Strescmann out- 
lined the principles that will guide the 


government. He announced that a 
commercial treaty .with the United 
States would be presented to the 


Reichstag shortly. 

Referring to the continental security 
pact proposals, Stresemann said that 
Germany could not admit the perman- 
ence of her eastern frontier, where a 
large slice of German territory has 
been incorporated within Poland, but 
that she did not intend to seek re- 
vision by force. This statement will 
shock such Frenchmen as believe that 
the treaty constitutes a sort of New 
Testament for Europe, and that re- 
vision of its clauses must not be coun- 
tehanced. 

Stresemaan simultaneously pledged 
Germany to honorable observance of 
the requirements of the Dawes plan, 
emphasized the importance of the 
United States flnancial assistance to 
Germany, and. described the United 
States as the nation whence the most 
yital efforts to revive Europe must 
emanate. He recalled the infusion of 
American money into German indus- 
tries and declared that the United 
States spirl‘ual understanding of Ger- 
many was increasing,

Sir John Balrd Appointed to Succeed 
Lord Forster 

Melbourne, Aus.—Premier Stanley 
M. Bruce has announced that Sir John 
Lawrence’ Baird has been appointed 
governor-genueral of the Australian 
Commonwealth in succession to Lord 
Forster, who has held that office, since 
1920. 

Right Hon. Sir John Lawrence 
Baird, who is the second baronet of 
that name, has had a_ distinguished 
career in diplomatic, military and par- 
Hamentary service. He was born in 
1874; and served in various consular 
posts in Europe and Africa. He was 
political officer with the Abyssinian 
army in Somaliland in 1904, and an 
intelligence officer with the British 
army in the great war, winning his 
D.S.0. in 1915. He was Unionist 
M.P. for Rugby from 1910 to 1922 and 
was parliamentary secretary to vari- 
ous. departments of the British-Gov- 
ernment up till 1922, and minister of 
transport from 1922 to 1924.

[PROBLEMS OF 
EMPIRE DETAILED 
TO COMMITTEE 


London.—The Larl of Balfour, lord 
president of the council, announced in 
the House of Lords that the govern- 
ment would set up a committee similar 
to the committee on imperial defence. 
The committee, however, will deal 
with problems of empire development. 

Lord Balfour’s announcement was 
made in the course of a discussion 
on native labor questions in the Brit- 
ish colonies. He explained that the 
new committee’s aim would be to deal 
with new and purely civiliain prob- 
lems, which were’ becoming increas- 
ingly insistent in connection with im- 
peria) development. 

He instanced the combatting of the 
fly plague, and said that the commit- 
tee would provide machinery for ex- 
amining into such problems, respect- 
ing which, heretofore, no departmental 
methods existed for forming an 
opinion. 


Changes On Stamp Tax Act 


Amendments Have Been Given Third 
» Reading in House 

Ottawa.—Special amendments to 

the Special War. Revenue Act, respect- 


ing stamp taxes, has been given third - 


reading in the House of Commons. 

The amendments provide for a 
definition of a cheque which will re- 
quire the issuer of “wheat tickets” or 
“cream tickets” or other documents is- 
sued. by a company to a farmer nego- 
liable at a bank to affix on them a 
stamp There will be a minimum 
stamp tax on foreign bills of $1. 

Under the amendment a person can 
transfer an amount to his credit from 
one branch to another branch of the 
same bank. Money orders or travel- 
lers’ cheques issued by “banks or any 
person,” under the amendnients, will 
be subject to stamp tax. Cheques 
not exceeding $5 will not require the 
stamp. The amendments become ef- 
fective July 1, 1925. 

In the discussion on the bill, Sir 
Henry Drayton criticized the whole 
stamp tax law as being “nasty, ag- 
gravating and troublesome.”

is Of Superior Quality to the Southern 
Grown 

Canadian tobacco growers have good 
cause to welcome the newly announc- 
ed preference by the British Govern- 
ment to be accorded tobacco grown in 
the Dominion. Canada has made 
great progress in the growing of to- 
bacco, says the natural resources: in- 
tellizence service of the department of 
the interior Twenty-five years ago 
practically all the tobacco used in Can- 
ada was forelgn grown, imported eith- 
er in the leaf or in manufactured form. 
In 1918, however, twelve and one-half 
million pounds were grown in Canada, 


_which was increased in 1924 to nearly 


19 million pounds. | 

Ontario, particulurly. Essex and Kent 
counties, produces the largest quantity 
of tobacco, while Quebec also has a 
large output, last year this province 
accounting for six and one-half mil- 
Non pounds of Canada’s total. ‘These 
two provinces are rapidly crowding 
the United States out of the Canadian 
market for tobaccos, as notwithstand- 
{ng the increasing consumption, the 
imports are decreasing. ‘Che amount 
of Canadian tobacco used in cigars and 
cigarcttes im 1923 was 38 million 
pounds less than in 1921, while nearly 
2 millon pounds more Canadian to- 
bacco was used. In smoking and 
chewing tobacco imported tobacco 
barely held its own, but ~ Canadian 
grown increased by more than 3 mil- 
lion pounds. In other words, in 1921, 
Canadian tobacco used in Canada was 
only about one-half as much as import- 
ed, while two years later moro Cana- 
dian tobacco was used than imported. 

Not only Canadians but tho British 
people are-lcarning to appreciate the 
merits of Canadian grown tobacco. Re- 
fore the war only about three thousand 
pounds of Canadian tobacco was cx 
ported to Great Britain whilo last year 
nearly a million and a quarter pounds 
went there.

Plelures of the home life, struggles 
and vanities of the men and women 
who 5,000 years ago built a mighty 
empire in the now barren soil of 
Mesopotamia, were contained in a re- 
port to Stanley Field from Prof. 5S.

So 
this is the oldest flsh hook crer dis- 
covered, aud the evidence for the dis- 
covery of fishing by hook and bait 
before 3,000 B.C.

Observations taken 
in Yorubaland, West Africa, show that 
earthworms are capable of bringing to 
the surface annually, im the form of 
“casts,” 62,200 tons of soil per square 
mile. In less than thirty-years every 


{nch of soil to a depth of two fect is 


treated in this way, thus ensuring na- 
tural ventilation and drainage, In an 
acre of average soll there are roughly 
200,000 worms, each of which acts as 
a mintature mill, grinding the soll far 
more finely than any man-made con- 
trivance could do. When the farmer 
ploughs his land, he merely does on a 
larger seale what worms have been do- 
Ing for centuries,
